WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—This was beet 
Sugar day with the Committee on Ways 
and Means. Mr. Oxnard and his friends 
Were at the hearing, stoutly protesting 
against any tariff concessions whatever. 
They denied that Cuba needed help. She 
ought to help herself, they said. They de- 
nied that a reduction of the tariff rates on 
Sugar would be of benefit to the Cuban 
people; all the benefit would go to the 
Sugar Trust and the sugar brokers. But 
more than anything else, they insisted that 
the beet sugar industry must have the pro- 
tection granted it by the Dingley law and 
that it should not be asked to give up any 
of it just to help a “lot of foreigners.” 
The agitetion for Cuban reciprocity, they 
said, was started by the Sugar Trust and 
kept going by the Sugar Trust. It was a 
move against the beet sugar industry by 
Mr. Havemeyer and his associates. All the 
speakers took pains to present this proposi- 
tion to the committee. Mr. Oxnard said 
there was no doubt the proposition was 
true.

At the outset of the hearing Mr. Place, 
head of the Cuban delegation, made a 
statement to clear up misapprehensions on 
Cuba’s position He had argued for free 
trade, he said, as that was the earnest wish 
of Cuba. But while this was the judgment 
of the Cuban people, they deferred to the 
judgment of the American Congress on the 
whole question 

“We want what you will grant,” he 
added, “ asking no more advantage, nor as 
much, as we are able to concede to your 
producers. Without suggestion as to limi- 
tations, we leave to your statesmanship 
the relations which are to prevail between 
us. The sovereignty is yours over both 
alike, and your determination will be ac- 
cepted by us as fully and freely as by the 
American people themselves.”’ 

Mr. Oxnard presented an extended state- 
ment of the beet sugar association. He 
said the beet sugar production represented 
@ vast industry, brought into existence by 
the legislation of Congress which had in- 
vited capital to invest to an extent little 
realized. Already the industry was flour- 
ishing in eleven States, with many people 
employed, and prospects of rapid develop- 
ment. Continuing he said: 

“Shall the United States, 
agriculturists, produce its raw sugar and 
in its factories scattered from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific refine its products, or 
shall it permit foreign lands to export to 
it the raw material and content itself 
merely with the refining? That is what I 
fear would everftually come to pass if you 
interfere in any way at the present time 
with the existing production of home sugar. 

“Capital is timid to a great degree, and 
should Congress decide that Cuban sugar 
must be helped at the expense of American 
beet sugar, then it will at first hesitate 
and eventually turn its back upon the 
future further development of beet sugar, 
and throw its full force into the tropical 
island which we have unduly favored and 
stimulated. Sugar production in Cuba to- 
day is firmly established, and the chief 
industry of the island. Even our enemies 
must admit that beet sugar is at the very 
inception of its development ip the United 
BStates.”’ 

Chairman Payne (Rep., N. Y.,) asked Mr. 
Oxnard as to the report that he had sug- 
gested an agreement with the Cubans. Mr. 
Oxnard answered that no such agreement 
had been made. He also denied that there 
Was any trust in the beet sugar industry. 

It was at the afternoon session that Na- 
thaniel Stewart presented the case of the 
Michigan beet sugar industry, He said that 
$7,700,000 was now invested, and this in- 
dustry had grown up within three years. 
Te argued that Congress had induced the 
investment, and should not destroy it by 
granting concessions to Cuba. C. D. Smith

Since high-speed 
come into fashion the farmers of North 
Hempstead have been driven off their high- 
ways, which are now almost monopolized 
by millionaire automobilists, who dash 
along them at such speed in their giant ma- 
chines that the farmers have been driven 
to the back roads for fear of being mangled 
or killed. 

“These millionaire automobilists, who are 
men of education and ought to know better, 
run their machines at from thirty-five to 
fifty miles an hour, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that a farmer would be safer 
driving along a railroad track than he is on 
the highways of North Hempstead to-day, 
for on a track he would be able to see and 
hear the train, and he might lessen his dan- 
ger by posting himself on the schedule, but 
on the highways he

is liable to dash down 
around a turn in the road. 

“The other day W. K. Vanderbilt, 
was coming out of the fair grounds at Min- 
eola at such a rate of speed that his at- 
tendant, who thought Mr. Vanderbilt was 
going to turn in the opposite direction, 
leaned the wrong way and was thrown out 
and broke his jaw. 

“It is a common thing for some of these 
millionaires to leave Rosyln in their auto- 
mobiles with the train and beat the train 
into Long Island City, and one of their de- 
lights is to put the women of their families 
on the train at Long Island City and then 
meet them at Roslyn when the train ar- 
rives. 

“I find two articles of interest on this 
subject in this morning's papers. One 
makes the announcement that Senator 
Clark of Montana is bringing over from 
Paris a new eight-thousand-dollar steam 
automobile of the same pattern as that now 
owned and used by King Edward VII. This 
machine, it is stated, will seat ten persons, 
has a horse power of twenty-four, and is 
capable of great speed. The companion 
piece to this bit of information is the ac- 
count of an acident which occurred at 
Dobbs Ferry yesterday An automobile 
containing two men, states the paper, ran 
into a wagon driven by John Laffan. The 
horse was mangled, the wagon was 
smashed, Laffan had two ribs broken, and 
John Hyatt, an old man who was riding 
with him, had his shoulder dislocated. The 
two chauffeurs, who were running the ma- 
chine at a rate of over thirty-five miles an 
hour, said that it was the property of Sen- 
ator Clark of Montana. 

“Is it any wonder, in view of this that the 
people of Dobbs Ferry and North Hemp- 
stead should have a great concern about 
the steam automobile, similar to the racing 
machine owned by King Edward VI1., 
which we are informed Senator Clark is 
bringing to this country?

The only thing that will bring 
him to a realization of the rights of others 
is a term in prison whenever he is caught 
disregarding those rights.”’

Boschpoort on Jan. 20 and, after a running 
fight of eight miles, captured all their 
wagons and cattle and twenty-four Boers.

18; but the Boer commander had left the 
camp when the British reached the spot.

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CHICAGO BANK STOCK 


First National Interests of This 
City the Purchasers. 


President Eckels of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank Admits Fact of the 
Sale—Denies Concurrent 
Ownership Report. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Jan. —Dispatches from New 
York received here to-day state that “ the 
First National Bank crowd of this city has 
acquired an important interest in the Com- 
mercial National Bank of Chicago. This 
means that the latter institution will be- 
come an important link in the chain of 
great banks being welded together on the 
community of interest plan through the ef- 
forts of J. P. Morgan and his allies, 

“It is understood that President George 
F. Baker of the First National Bank and 
several friends, the latter presumably in- 
cluding J. P. Morgan, J. J. Hill, and James 
A. Blair, have purchased a large block of 
Commercial National stock. This announce- 
ment causes more comment even than did 
the election of John J. Mitchell of Chicago 
to the First National Bank Directorate, be- 
cause the intimate relations between the 
Tilinois Trust and Savings Bank of Chi- 
cago and the Chase National Bank of this 
city, which some time ago entered into 
a community of interest alliance with the 
First National here, had long been recog- 
nized, 

“The deal between the First National of 
New York and the Commercial National of 
Chicago, however, comes as a surprise. It 
is said that Mr. Morgan and his friends 
have not acquired a controlling interest in 
the Commercial National, but have pur- 
chased a block of stock large enough to 
make it to their interests to throw all the 
business they can to Mr. Eckels’s concern. 

‘Wall Street authorities are aware that 
previous efforts to buy a majority holding 
in the Commercial National have failed be- 
cause the owners of the property realize its 
value under its present management. The 
story goes that the bank will always re- 
main a Chicago institution. But its Di- 
rectors are sufficiently astute to realize 
that an alliance with the Morgan party will 
strengthen the position of the bank. 

*‘James H. Eckels, ex-Controller of the 
Currency and President of the Commercial 
Nationa! Bank, was here for two days, but 
when last seen Sunday night he refused to 
admit that any business of importance 
brought him to New York. At the Holland 
House it was learned that he left for home 
yesterday afternoon. The news of the New 
York purchase of Commercial National 
stock circulated quickly among Wall Street 
bankers shortly after Mr. Eckels's depart- 
ure.”’ 

Mr. Eckels, 
night, said: 

“The stock which was sold was a block 
which I had an opportunity to place, and I 
went to my personal friends to do it. It 
does not indicate any extension of 
community of interest idea whatever. It 
is simply that these men were willing to 
become interested in the bank, and I was 
giad to have them do it. Had there been 
more stock to dispose of I should have 
placed that to equal advantage.” 

The exact amount of stock which Mr. 
Eckels sold is not given out, but it was be- 
tween 1,000 and 2,000 shares. Neither is the 
price at which the stock was taken di- 
Vulged, but it is supposed to have been in 
the neighborhood of the present market 
value of the stock, which is about 330.

TAX CLERK SHORT $1,164. 
M. J. Dougherty Was Employed in Bu- 


reau for Collection of Arrears— 
Defauiter Chipp Was in 
the Same Office. 

Michael J. Dougherty, for more than ten 
years a clerk in the Bureau for the Collec- 
tion of Arrears of Personal Taxes, was yes- 
terday arrested, charged by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Saxe with defalcations 
amounting to $1,164. 

Dougherty was for three terms a member 
of the Assembly in the early eighties, rep- 
resenting the old Fifteenth District. This 
is now the Eleventh District, of which ex- 
Commissioner Dalton is the Tammany lead- 
er. Dougherty was well known in west side 
Tammany circles. He is the second em- 
ploye of this bureau who has been arrest- 
ed within the past two months for embez- 
zlement. Charles P. Chipp is at present in 
Sing Sing under an indeterminate sentence 
for appropriating funds while cashier of 
the bureau. 

Dougherty’s reputation and

“Dougherty has confessed taking the 
money and | have caused his arrest. In 
view of the fact that the city will probably 
lose nothing and in view of his previous 
good character I think the courts should 
show him consideration in fixing his sen- 
tence.

Mr. Rives, continuing, said that the Com- 
missioners of Accounts on Dec. 3, 1900, 
made a special report to Mayor Van Wyck 
of their examination of the accounts of this 
bureau. These Accounts, they said, seemed 
to show great irregularities in the handling 
of the cash collected and a shortage up to 
Nov. 16, 1899, of $1,022.79. The Commis- 
sioners said that the books had not been 
written up since January, 1899, and that 
until they were the Commissioners did not 
feel justified in certifying that all the 
moneys received had been turned over to 
the Corporation Counsel. 

‘*The Commissioners,’ said Mr. Rives, 
‘“‘recommended that heroic measures be 
taken to have the books carefully written 
up and that weekly instead of monthly re- 
turns of receipts be made to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel. I cannot find that these rec- 
ommendations were ever complied with.” 

Mr. Rives also said that the total receipts 
for 1898, 1899, and 1900 amounted to about 
$26,000 yearly, and that the receipts for the 
month of January, 1902, will amount to 
about $50,000.

Hey Fall in Country Around Buffalo 
Holds Up Trains.

BUFFALO, Jan. 22.—The most severe 
snowstorm experienced in years is raging 
here and in the surrounding country, ac- 
companied in many with weather 
conditions suggestive of a genuine blizzard. 
In Buffalo the fall of gnow since noon 
yesterday exceeds seventeen inches, with 
no sign as yet of a let up. Railway traf- 
fic still is open, but mails from both New 
York and Chicago were delayed. 

At Lockport nearly two feet of snow feil 
last night and this morning. Railroad 
traffic there is blocked. At Chardon all 
triffic is at a standstill, snow drifts hav- 
ing stopped the trains. At Berea the snow- 
storm and blizzard are the worst of the 
season. Suburban cars to and from Cleve- 
land are unable to move. 

At Niagara Falis the storm raging is one 
of the worst experienced in years. Every- 
thing is tied up. Grand Trunk trains are 
from three to four hours late and the Wa- 
bash and Michigan Central trains are far 
behind. No through Lehigh Valley or West 
Shore trains have got through.

PENNSYLVANIA RIVERS RISE. 


Rains and Thawing Snow Cause Over- 
flow and Flood Mines. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. —The heavy 
rain of yesterday afternoon and last night 
caused the Schuylkill River to over- 
flow its banks, and from various nearby 
points reports were received to-day that 
tne water is steadily rising. At Manayunk, 
a suburb of this city, the river is 20 feet 
above normal, and many manufacturing es- 
tablishments at that place have suffered 

serious damage. 

At Pottsville the water is gaining in ; 
many of the inner workings of ‘the mines. 
Portions of electric railway to Orwigsburg 
are washed away and traffic is temporarily 
suspended. 

At Shamokin, the flood has filled a large 
number of mines. A section of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad near Green Ridge was 
washed away by Coal Run Creek overflow- 
ing its banks. 

The rain and melting snow and ice have 
caused an alarming overflow at Bethle- 
hem, in the Lehigh River. This afternoon 
the river was backing up Monocacy Creek, 
threatening numerous industries and over 
100 dwellings on the flats. The Bath branch 
of the Jersey Central Railroad is inundated 
for ten miles north of Bethlehem. 

Eight of the collieries in the Hazleton 
district, which recently resumed operations 
after being idle since the flood in Decem- 
ber, were closed down again to-day because 
of the high water in the workings. 

At Lancaster the heavy rains have over- 
flowed all the streams, some being higher 
than for twenty-five years. The Susque- 
hanna River is slowly rising. The ice 
gorge On it began breaking up this morn- 
ing. At Washingtonborough the tracks of 
the Port Deposit and Columbia Railroad 
are covered by water to a depth of three 
feet and traffic has been stopped.

OSEN IN 
THE PATRICK TRIAL 


George H. Carpenter Excused from 
Serving in the Case. 


Mr. Osborne Says that He Will Prove 
Guilt of Prisoner and Use Jones 
to Corroborate It, 


Two days and a half having been spen§ 
in the examination of talesmen, the jury 
box was filled yesterday for the trial of 
Albert T. Patrick, charged with the mur 
der of William Marsh Rice. The prisoner 
looked the jurors over carefully and ex- 
pressed satisfaction to his attorneys. After 
the recess he listened earnestly to every 
word uttered by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Osborne in his opening. He was evi- 
dently in keen distress at the denunciation 
and the positiveness of his prosecutor’s as- 
sertion that there would be no doubt but 
that the guilt could be fastened upon the 
prisoner. He rocked his chair, nervously 
pulling at his beard and mustache, of 
drying the palms of his hands with a 
handkerchief. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne in 
his opening for the prosecution made it 
plain to those who have been following the 
case that Jones, the valet, would be the 
“star” witness. At the same time he 
clearly intimated that he would be able to 
make out a case against the prisoner Pat- 
rick without the assistance of Jones. 

“In this case,” said Mr. Osborne, “ we 
can make out this entire story almost with- 
out exception, without the testimony of the 
accomplice. We will be able here to show 
to you that this crime was complete. [I 
will show the motive for the conspiracy 
between the two conspirators, its perpetra- 
tion, and its consummation without the aid 
of the accomplice, and the accomplice will 
tell you nothing that you did not know be- 
fore he will take the witness stand, but he 
will be brought on to tell you the story 
with perfect detail.’ 

Mr. Osborne’s announcement caused a 
flutter of surprise in the courtroom, it hay- 
ing been the general impression that Pat- 
rick could not be convicted without the 
testimony of Jones, and the fact that the 


valet has not yet appeared in the case has 
been construed, in the knowledge that his 
health is poor, to mean that it was probable 
he might not be in condition to be of ma- 
terial service to the prosecution. 


JUROR CARPENTER EXCUSED. 


The dramatic incident of the day was 
when, twelve jurors having been chosen,

H. Carpenter, was excused from 
Service, with the consent of the District 
Attorney, counsel for the defense, and the 
consent of the court. Mr. Carpenter, a 
young man of good appearance, stood up,

He said 
later that he was glad to be excused, and 
had asked to be released from duty.

The in+ 
dictments were dismissed on recommenda- 
tion of John R. Fellows, then District At- 
torney. He said that there had been no at- 
tempt to defraud, and that the money re- 
alized in the sale of the goods had been 
properly used in purchases for the firm al- 
leged to have been defrauded. It was shown 
that the young man’s record was clean 
and his good character was testified to by 
the authorities of Princeton, where he had 
graduated in the class of ‘S84. The fact 
that the juror had been indicted, though 
the indictments had been dismissed, seemed 
to the court and the attorneys on each side 
sufficient to warrant the request of Mr.

On motion of Commissioner Adams a res- 
olution Was adopted calling on the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment for a bond 
issue of $12,495,200 for school sites and 
buildings divided as follows: Manhattan 
and the Bronx, $6,656,000; Brooklyn, $4,422,- 
600; Queens, $1,190,000; Richmond, $226,600. 

The request of teachers in Brooklyn for 
the repayment of sums advanced to sub- 
stitutes was denied. Secretary A. Emerson 
Palmer could not state the amount claimed, 
but it is said to be quite large. 

A motion to increase the salary of Dr. 
Walter F. Wickes, surgeon at the Nautical 
School, from $1,000 to $1,500 was referred. 

The announcement was made that Lieut. 
L. H. Everhart, executive officer on the 
schoolship St. Mary's, has been assigned 
to other duty by the Secretary of the Navy. 
A resolution was adopted requesting the 
Navy Department to appoint W. M. Mof- 
fat, United States Navy, in his stead, pro- 
moting Lieut. Moffat from chief instructor 
to executive officer, and increasing his 
from $1,200 to $1,500, 

Commissioner H. E. Dresser 
dressed the board on a resolution voting 
President O’Brien for this effi- 
cient and kindly services. When he closed 
he presented a minute expressing the feel- 
ings of the members for their President. 

Calling Mr. Dresser to the chair, Presi- 
dent O'Brien took the floor and responded 
to the many kind things said of him. Mr. 
O'Brien briefly reviewed some of the more 
important work accomplished by the board 
since Jan. 1, 1898. In the four years 8&6 
echool sites had been purchased at a cost 
of $4,782,748. In the same time 75 school 
buildings had been erected, and additions 
had been built to 26 others, increasing the 
seating capacity by 94,645, while buildings 
and additions now under way would still 
further increase the number of seats by 
78,987. Several new high school buildings 
had also been provided. 

Material savings had been effected in the 
purchase of supplies, while the disburse- 
ments of the immense sums expended un- 
der the direction of the board had been 
effected at the remarkably low cost of 
seventy-seven-one-thousandths of 1 per 
cent... while at the same time payments 
had been made more promptly.

EUROPEAN SUGAR WAR LIKELY. 


France and Great Britain May Take 
Steps Against Austrian and Ger- 
man Bounty Systems. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—It is said here that 
the International Sugar Conference at 
Brussels is practically certain to end in a 
disagreement between the powers concerned 
therein, with the result that France and 
Great Britain will take aggressive steps 
against the Austrian and German bounty 
systems. The kartells,organizations of sugar 
refiners in the latter countries, formed the 
rock upon which the delegates to the con- 
ference split. 

Advices received from Brussels by Lon- 
don sugar dealers are to the effect that 
both Great Britain and France have de- 
manded that Germany and Austria not 
only withdraw their bounties, but suppress 
the kartells, which are represented as be- 
ing merely unofficial forms for providing 
subsidy for sugar producers. Germany 
and Austria have so far maintained their 
attitude, which expresses intoleration at 
what they describe as interference in pure- 
ly internal affairs, and while they are 
willing to amend their sugar bounties, they 
utterly decline to discuss the kartells. 

No kartell exists in France, and unless 
some modification of the existing condi- 
tions be arrived at that country’s sugar in- 
dustry is likely to suffer equally with Great 
Britain’s, in spite of the sugar bounty, 
which France has expressed her willing- 
ness to withdraw in the event of the sup- 
pression of the Austrian and German kar- 
tells and bounties. 

The best informed opinion here is that, 
on the failure of the Brussels conference, 
both Great Britain and France will bring 
forward in their respective Legislatures 
measures providing for countervailing 
duties upon German and Austrian sugar, 
such duties to cover not only the benefits 
derived from bounties, but also those 
profits accruing from the kartell system 
of exportation. The statements made by 
Mr. Uavemeyer concerning the duty of the 
British Government to Great Brtain’s col- 
onies have created considerable comment. 
These statements have been brought before 
the Brernencnse’, Sagertent, which is 
especially responsible for the safe-keeping 
of that branch of industry. .

CHARGED WITH VANDALISM. 


Gov. Murphy Has Ordered an Investiga- 
tion—Col. Smith Denies the 
Accusations, 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 22.—Gov. Murphy’s 
first act was to order to-day a thorough in- 
vestigation into a charge that the members 
of the Fourth Regiment, before they left 
the city after the inaugural parade yes- 
terday afternoon, behaved in a most dis- 
graceful manner. The Governor says that 
he will tolerate no rowdyism in a body of 
soldiers, whose Commander in Chief he is,

This Nation, Which Has Shifted 


From Agriculture to Manufac- 


tures as Dominant Industry. 


“Commercial Expansion of the United 
States” and “Transportation ’’ were the 
chief topics discussed by the speakers at 
the. new year’s first bi-monthly dinner, of 
a series of informal affairs arranged by 
the New York Credit Men’s Association jor 
the benefit of its members. The dinner 
last night was held in the rooms of the 
Drug Club, at the corner of WilJam and 
John Streets. 

Nearly a hundred members and guests 
Were present, among them being R. A. 
Parker of the National City Bank, ©. E. 
Latimer of the Irving National, IL. E. 
Edgar of the Garfield National, J. C. Em- 
ory of the Seaboard National, and H. G. 
Lewis of the Seventh National Bank, 
Charles E. Meek, R. F. Meek, W. R. 
Kemble, J. R. Boyd of the National Lead 
Company, F. A. Taggart of Charlies Graef 
& Co., I. R. Birch of Merritt, Elliott & 
Co., Charlies H. Rice, Commissioner of 
Accounts, C. W. B. Fisher of the Kursheedt 
Manufacturing Company. 

The first speaker of the evening 
Charles A. Gardiner of the New Yoek 
bar, who read a long address on “ Com- 
mercial Expansion of the United States,’ 
which was heartily applauded. Mr. Gar- 
diner said in part: 


MR. GARDINER’S ADDRESS. 


“The most vital economic problem now 
confronting this Nation is the expansion 
of our foreign commerce. Agriculture is 
no longer our dominant industry. Fol- 
lowing the commercial evolution of Europe, 
within the past few years the great eco- 
nomic energies of this continent have 
shifted from agriculture to manufactures; 
and so stupendous and illimitable are forces 
pouring into our new industries that, like 
an overwhelming tidal wave, they have 
filled up the home markets, and, rushing 
irresistibly onward, have flooded all the 
markets of the world. In five years our 
exports have exceeded our imports by 
2, ,000,000. Foreign nations are alarmed 
and are following Austria’s advice to 
“fight shoulder to shoulder against the 
common danger.’ Thoughtful Americans 
are so:icitous for the future. They realize 
that our manufacturing energy is abnor- 
mal. If it grows with its present mo- 
mentum, and constantly increasing markets 
are not provided, the result must be a hope- 
less glut in production, stagnation of man- 
ufactures, strikes, panics, and general 
prostration of industries and trade. Hence 
the supreme question, how to enlarge our 
markets and expand our foreign commerce. 

** Reciprocity,’ says Senator Lodge, ‘* is 
an integral part of the protective system.’ 
No more an integral part than is free 
wade. une two are antagonistic economic 
rinciples. Reciprocity reduces duties, dis- 
ntegrates protection, and leads straight 
to free trade. As a general policy, also, it 
is futile. = 

“No single panacea can better our trade 
with all the world. Reciprocity is only 
one of many valuable aids, some to be 
used in one country, some in another. The 
commercial situation is ever complicated. 
We- must analyze it, segregate nation 
from nation, consider our trade relations 
with each, and then suggest such specific 
remedies as specific conditions require. 


BRITISH OUR BEST CUSTOMERS. 


“First in importance are our trade re- 
lations with the British. Empire—a domain 
of 16,662,073 square miles, and 387,000,000 
people—the largest area and the largest 
number of civilized inhabitants under one 
political organization on the globe. 

“Our British exports were 3% times our 
German, 8 times our French, 21 times our 
Italian, 70 times our Russian, and 100 times 
our Austrian; more than double our exports 
to Germany, France, Italy, tussia, and 
Austria combined; one-third greater than 
to all Continental Europe, and more than 
our exports to all the rest of the world. 

England demands no reciprocity

If the mills of Manchester and Liv- 
erpool and Leeds should shut down, if Eng- 
Jand should cease to buy our corn and 
wheat and beef and oi! and copper, and 
countless other agricultural and "mineral 
products, financial loss would fall on mill-

EUROPE’S TRADE HOSTILITY. 


“ Austria, purchasing only one-half of 1 
per cent. of our exports, and even then sell- 
ing us 27 per cent. more than she buys, is 
inciting Europe to a bitter trade war. * The 
peoples of Europe,’ said her Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, ‘must fight shoulder to 
Shoulder against the common danger, 
(American exports,) and must arm them- 
selves for the struggle with all the means 
at their disposal” Italy's present Admiral 
and former Minister uiso recently used this 
language: ‘The peace of Europe would 
perhaps lead European nations to consider 
the possibility and necessity of 
against America, * * * as the future of 
civilization will require them to do.’ 
France is intensely agitated, and demands 
reciprocity, and Germany, next to Austria, 
bitterly resents our invasion of ner mar- 
kets, and her Parliament is even gow pro- 
posing to enact the highest tariffs «ver 
imposed on American exports. Why such 
fervid rhetoric and ill-advised action? We 
are still Europe's second best customer; 
We are threatening no commercial wars; 
we have committed no trade crimes or mis- 
demeanors; our policy is as it has been for 
125 years. Europe's only indictment aguinst 
us is that we have grown great, powerful, 
self-productive, and independent of her 
products. That is true, but we do not in- 
tend to stop growing, nor cultail our com- 
merce, nor reverse our trade policies. When 
Europe wants our food products sne will, 
as heretofore, buy them or go without. 
When she wants our cotton she must buy 
it or shut down her mills. 

“ Of all countries on this hemisphere, our 


relations with Canada are most important. | 


Great Britain first, Germany second, then 
Canada, are our three best customers. 
1898 Canada established a preferential duty 
of 25 per cent. on imports from Great Brit- 
ain. With what result? In 1897 Great 
Britain supplied 26.43 per cent. of Canada’s 
imports, and although by 1900 they had 
increased 50 per cent., yet this was only 
24.77 per cent. of Canada’s entire imports— 
a loss in spite of the preferential. The 
United States in 1897 supplied 55.39 per 
cent. of Canada’s imports. In 1900 they 
had increased 100 per cent., which was 
60.75 per cent. of her total imports; an in- 
crease in spite of the preferential. Thus 
even a tariff preference has not induced 
Canadians to prefer British to American 
goods. On the contrary, they disregarded 
the preferential and doubled their Ameri- 
can imports. 

**In 1900 our exports to Canada, less pre- 
cious metals, were $109,544,378. Canada’s 
exports to us, less precious metals, were 
$39,931,833 Canada thus bought from us 
275 per cent. more than she sold to us, 
while all the rest of the world bought only 
50 per cent. more. We thus put Canada in 
our debt $69,912,545—and this, too, although 
we taxed her on dutiable goods 49.66 per 
cent., just double what she taxed us, 24.85 
per cent. ‘We sell three times as much 
to Canada as the Dominion sells to us. 
Why should we make concessions?’ asks 
Senator Gallinger. Standing at the gate- 
way of Canada, President McKinley must 
have had her people and such inquiries 
particularly in mind when he said: * We 
must not repose in fancied security that we 
can forever sell everything and buy little 
or nothing. If such a thing were possible, 
it would not be best for us or for those 
with whom we deal.’ How iong do we con- 
ceive it possible to drain $70,000,000 annually 
from so few a people, and not sink them in 
financial ruin or compel them in self-de- 
fense and not retaliation to erect a tariff 
wall that will absolutely bar out our prod- 
ucts?

Canada will inevitably lead to political 
unity; that if we now give her our mar- 
kets, she will ultimately give us herself; 
in short, that annexation and not reci- 
procity is the only policy that will insure 
the permanent expansion of our Canadian 
commerce. That annexation, too, should 
be the voluntary political act of Canada, 
backed by the consent of Great Britain;

‘And why should not the United States 
and Canada be one united republic? Such 
a union is not a sentiment born of pres- 
ent trade expansion. It is as old as Louis- 
burg and the battles of Quebec and Ticon- 
deroga. It was the colonies and not Eng- 
land that conquered Canada from the 
French. 

“The proposition, therefore, that the 
two peoples should be one is older than 
the republic itself; and it has always been 
urged on the ground that it would insure 
the most perfect freedom of commerce. 

‘And what grander prize than Canada 
on the face of the globe to-day-—a conti- 
nent larger than the United States, with 
all its iands, girded about by the same 
great oceans, stretching through the same 
temperate zone, abutting fourteen of 
great States for 5,500 miles, possessing 
500,000 square miles of the richest farm- 
ing lands known, and 9)0,000 square miles 
more of arable and productive soil, coy- 
ered with boundless forests and with 
mines of coal and iron and copper and 
silver and gold, all the way from Cape 
Breton to the Yukon—a magnificent, 
mighty, undeveloped and aimost uninhab- 
ited domain. Our expansion on this con- 
tinent has been as inexorable as the forces 
of nature; a slow, steady, ever-advancing 
annexation of contiguous territory. Al- 
ready the signs are multiplying of the 
reviving earth-hunger in our Anglo-Saxon 
blood Our arable public I: s are gone; 
our population is increasir enormously, 
and its advance guards are already cross- 
ing the imaginary and invisible boundaries 
and spying out the rich fields to the north, 

“The grandest achievement of the new 
century will be the political union of the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples on this continent. 
What more ennobling conception can stir 
our civie duty and patriotic ambition! So 
far in us lies, let us in our day con- 
summate the union of the United States 
and Canada into the freest, most enlight- 
ened, most powerful sovereignty ever or- 
ganized among men. 


CUBAN INDEPENDENCE 

** With Cuba our relations are sui generis. 
She is our political ward, but guaranteed 
practical independence by the Teller 
lutien. President Roosevelt declared in his 
annual message that Congress is ‘ bound 
by every consideration of honor and expe- 
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interest of her (Cuba's) well-being.’ 
considerations arise 
and Platt amendment. 
heed the President's advice and 
enact immediately such reciprocal trade 
measures will discharge our National 
obligations with the utmost good faith. and 
yet, in the words of President McKiniey, 
be ‘without harm to our industries and 
labor.’ 

‘But the Teller guarantee should never 
have been adopted. From the foundation 
of the Government, Whigs and Democrats 
and Republicans have favored our annexa- 
tion of Cuba. ‘To secure the island was the 
only thing, said Calhoun, that could re- 
concile him ‘to the hazard of war, with all 
its calamities.’ Cuban independence, more- 
over, illusory and impossible. Cuba is 
what John Quincy Adams called our ‘ nat- 
ural appendage,’ and the laws of trade have 
made her also our commercial appendage. 
Unlike Canada, she cannot stand alone. She 
cannot live on sugar, nor will tobacco clothe 
her. She is too near the tremendous and 
overwhelming economic and political forces 
of this Republic, and they will inevitably 
draw her into our political system; After 
Cuba shall have attempted her autonomy 
and failed, the demands of commerce and 
politics will compel her people voluntarily 
to seek annexation—and it will be our duty 
to grant it. Annexation will be the logical 
consummation of the Platt amendment. 
Cuba will then take her place where she 
should have been at the close of the war— 
not as an American State, but with Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines, as a per- 
manent American Territory, and subject to 
such regulations of commerce as Congress 
shall from time to time enact.

3 per cent. more than we 8 is B80, yet 
the balance of trade is in our favor, for she 
buys from us to-day 22 per cent. more than 
she sells to us, and, excepting Canada, is 
the largest trade debtor we have in the 
Western Hemisphere.

Western Railroads and Packing Houses | 


Heed Advice of Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Presidents of West- 


ern railroads and of all the big packing- 


house interests west of Chicago to the Mis- 
souri River have joined hands with a view 
of assisting each other to obey the provis- 
ions of the Inter-State Commerce law. The 
alliance was completed at a meeting held 
here to-day. Officials representing all the 
interests Involved were present, and it is 
expected that the action taken will result 
in an absolute maintenance of freight rates 
on packing-house products and dressed 
beef from the Missouri River to the At- 
lantic seaboard, 

The two conferences followed an assur- 
ance received from the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission that action of this char- 
acter would result in the cessation of the 
commission's effort to punish the packers 
for viclations of the law. It was insisted 
that the secret rates on packing house 
products and dressed beef be published, 
and that the published rates be maintained 
absolutely.

BISHOP BURGESS 
TALKS OF INVENTIONS 


Says They Threaten the Sanctity 
of the Home. 


Charles R. Dow Tells of New Wonders 
of Wireless Telegraphy at Manu- 
facturers’ Association Banquet 
in Brooklyn. 


Two hundred and fifty members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association of New York 
sat down to its ninth annual banquet, held 
last night at the Union League Club, Brook- 
lyn. For the evening those present discard- 
ed thought of shop and forge and factory. 
They lHstened to the speeches of men. of 
other walks of life, and the big banquet 
hall rang with the refrains of popular airs 
and the stirring anthems of American pa- 
triotism sung by the guests. 

Richard W. Bainbridge, President of the 
association, acted as toastmaster, and 
rapped for order at a few minutes after 9 
o'clock. He proposed the health of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, which was drunk standing 
amid cheers. ; 

As the first speaker he introduced Bishop 
Frederick Burgess, the newly chosen head 
of the Diocese of Long Island, who said 
in part: “It is the duty of the preacher 
to sometimes look on the dark side of an 
industrial age with its multiplicity of in- 
ventions. These inventions are threatening 
our domestic life, and are endangering the 
sanctity of the home. They are threatening 
the welfare of eur women. 

“There are 6,000,000 women wage earn- 
ers in America, and 60 per cent. of our 
workingmen c ould not support their families 
unless their women also went out to work. 
To find their places as breadwinners the 
women have to go out of their own homes, 
out of the protection of their brothers and 
fathers. We meet them in the trolleys and 
in the street, and they push and jostle as 
hard as the men. Their modesty is being 
rubbed off and there is a lessening of the 
chivalry of men. 

‘Industry, inventions, and billion-dollar 
companies are not all. If this world is not 
to become a pitiless struggle, crushing out 
the family life, men must take on some of 
the tenderness of women and the chivalry 
of man must be preserved." 

Judge William B. Hurd, Jr., made-some 
political sallies which were cheered. Among 
them were: 

“Of course every one 
if Guden gave Dady the contract, and if so 
how he happened to be the only moralist 
who got in on the ground floor. 

‘Why, there are some folks who are be- 
ginning to wonder if the Fusionists possess 
a monopoly of political purity.” 

Lewis Nixon was introduced as the man 
wt - signed the Oregon. Mr. Nixon said: 

Vhile confining my new activities 
etrictis to Manhattan and the Bronx, | 
have great interest in Brooklyn, the great 
city of homes. The East River will not 
long be a dividing line, but simply a com- 
mercial highway in the heart of a great 
city. We should stop if possible the trans- 
fer of great industries from New York to 
other cities. 

‘In politics there is too much peddling of 
patronage and too little patriotism. 1 do 
feel that a higher standard of public serv- 
ice is being felt in this community. It is 
the duty of every 
the year around.” 

Charles R. Dow spoke of the discoveries 
in wireless telegraphy of Marconi. 

‘You will soon be able,” he said, 
file dispatches in Brooklyn to be sent 
ships far out at sea.”’ 

He declared that it is impossible to steal 
Marconi messages, as many believe, as 
sending and receiving instruments are 
tuned in harmony, and there is a possibility 
of infinite combinations in tuning. He said: 

“The isolation of ships on the ocean will 
soon come to an end. Ships, too, will be 
kept safe by a tiny instrument to warn 
them of the approach of other ships. Travel 
on railways will be made infinitely safer, as 
every engine cab will carry an instrument 
and be able to talk with trains on the 
road ahead and behind it. Armies and 
navies will move under wireless orders. 

‘The Associated Press will be able to 
bulletin messages in Chicago to be sent 
instantaneously and coincidently to 1,000 
American cities. Marconi may have un- 
raveled the great secret of the universe, 
and your shops and factories may be run 
soon by impulses from the coal fields of 
West Virginia. It may be a potent force 
which will bring about an Industrial revo- 
lution and aid in bringing about the com- 
plete brotherhood of man." 

Commander Albion V, Wadhaus, United 
States Navy, responded to the toast, ‘** Our 
Navy; Old and the New.’ The Rev. 8. P. 
Cadman and Herbert B. Masters, President 
of the Union League Club, made informal 
speeches.

HEARING ON LU 


Plan for State Commission. 


Charge Made that Measure Favored by 
Gov. Odell Is for the Purposes 
of Politics. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 22.—The extent of the op- 


position which Gov. Odell has aroused by 


his proposed policy of abolishing the Boards | 


of Managers of State asylums and charita- 
ble institutions was shown to-day by the 
crowd which filled the Senate Chamber at 
the hearing on the State Commission in Lu- 
macy bill. Nearly every prominent charita- 
ble organization the State was repre- 
pented. All united in protesting against the 
bill. 

The feature of the hearing was the man- 
ner in which George E. Dunham, President 
of the Board of Managers of the Utica Hos- 
pital for the Insane met the questions of 
the committee. Chairman Brackett put it

GAMBLERS’ BILL FOR SARATOGA 


Senate Committee Reports Favorably 
on Amendment of Police Law in 
Interests of “ Protection.” 

Special to The New York Times, 
ALBANY, Jan. 22.—Several days ago Gov. 
Odell removed Sheriff Caldwell of Erie 
County because he permitted gambling in 
Buffalo. To-day the Senate Committee on 
Internal Affairs favorably reported a bill 
the purpose of which is generally under- 
stood to be to afford protection to the gam- 

blers of Saratoga. 

The bill in question was introduced by 
Senator Brackett and its title is ‘An act to 
amend Chapter 294 of the laws of 1845, en- 
titled an act to provide for the appointment 
a Police Justice in the village of Sara- 
toga Springs.’”” The change which the pro- 
posed bill makes in the existing law is as 
follows: 

Before any warrant issued by any Justice of the 
Peace of any town in the County of Saratoga 
or issued by any Police Justice in said county 
other than said Police Justice of the town of 
Saratoga Springs, or any search warrant, com- 
manding any search to be made within said 
town of Saratoga Springs, issued by any such 
Justice of the Peace, or such Police Justice, 
other than said Police Justice of the town of 
Saratoga Springs, shall be executed by any 
officer, the same shall be indorsed by said Po- 
lice Justice vf the town of Saratoga Springs, or 
in case ability to act, by the Justice of 
the ace d town acting in his stead, with 
his written direction to the following eftect: 

This warrant may be executed in the town 
of Saratoga Springs.”’ 

All such warrants issued 
Justice of the Peace, Police Justice, other 
than said Police Justice of the town of Sara- 
toga Springs, shall be made returnable before 
such Police Justice of the town of Saratoga 
Springs by e Magistrate issuing the same, and 
proceedings thereunder, subsequent to the 
issuing of any such warrants shall be had before 
said Police Justice of the town of Saratoga 
Springs, to whom all depositions and papers upon 
which any such warrant was issued shall be 
forthwith transmitted by the Magistrate issuing 
such warrant 

About a year ago there was a gamblers’ 
war in Saratoga. It was claimed by a num- 
ber of gamblers who had formerly done 
that Richard Canfield had 
secured a virtual monopoly of the gambling 
business through the favoritism of the au- 
thorities. After trying in vain to secure 
‘fair play,’’ as they said, the rival gam- 
blers, led by Gale Mitchell, decided to take 
active means to break up the so-called 
Canfield monopoly. They employed Joseph 
Steinhard, and as their attorney, Mr. Stein- 
bard went to the town of Waterford and 
secured a warrant for Canfield’s arrest. 
Under this warrant Canfield’s establish- 
ment was raided, and he was brought into 
court. Through this proceeding the other 
gamblers got the chance to open their 
houses. : 

Under the Brackett bill it would be im- 
possible for the incident of last year to be 
repeated. Unless the Police Justice at Sara- 
toga Springs was willing to issue or ap- 
prove a warrant against Canfield, such a 
warrant could not be served in Saratoga 
Springs. Senator Brackett says the bill is 
merely a measure of proper home rule, 
but those who know the conditions in Sara- 
toga Springs freely predict that if the bill 
becomes a law the Canfield gambling mo- 
nopoly will be revived and made secure,

ELSBERG DIVORCE BILL BEATEN 


Amendment to Matrimonial Law Rec- 
ommended by Gov. Odell Voted 
Down by Senate. 

ALBANY, Jan. 22.—The first of Gov. 
Odell’s bills to be defeated this session was 
the Elsberg Diyorce bill, which failed in 
passage in the Senate this morning. This 
bill embodied the recommendations made in 
the second annual message of the Governor, 
in relation to amendments to the matri- 
monial law, and had the indorsement of 
the State Bar Association and the New 
York City Bar Association. 

The bill provided that in cases of absolute 
divorce the final judgment or decree of 
divorce shall not be entered until six 
months after the conclusion of the divorce 
proceedings, unless in the opinion of the 
presiding Justice it shall be deemed neces- 
sary to enter the decree immediately. 

The vote on the final passage is inter- 
esting, inasmuch as such men as Senator 
Stranahan and others, ordinarily in accord 
with Gov. Odell, voted against him. The 
vote in detail is as follows: Yeas--Ambler, 
Armstrong, Brown, Elsberg, Hill, Lewis, 
Raines, Slater, Trainor, Wiley, Willard, 
and Sherwood—12.

A NEW FRANCHISE TAX BILL. 


Measure to Repeal Amendments of 
1iNoY to the Original Ford Law. 


ALBANY, Jan. 22.—Senator Donnelly to- 
day introduced a new Franchise Tax bill 
with the following explanation: 

“In a bill last week I repealed more 
than was added to the original Ford law 
at the extra session of the Legislature 
called in the Summer of 1899 by the then 
Gov. Roosevelt, and in order to remedy 
this error I have redrafted the bill in the 
form of a repeal bill, simply repealing 
thereby such additions to the original Ford 
law as passed during the regular session 
as were added by the extra session, the 
effect, of course, being to leave the bill in 
the form originally drawn by Senator Ford 
and originally passed by the State Legis- 
lature. . 

**My contention is that the amendments 
added to the original Ford bill by the extra 
session of 1899 made the law unconstitu- 
tional, and I am borne out in that conten- 
tion by the arguments which were lately 
made by the counsel for the different cor- 
porations of the State, who are attacking 
the constitutionality of the bill in our 
courts, and in order to eliminate the doubt 
as to the constitutionality of the bill and 
in order to realize immediate revenue all 
that is necessary to-day is to repeal these 
amendments which make the bill unconsti- 
tutional. This will leave the taxing of 
public franchises where it properly belongs, 
in the hands of the assessors of the differ- 
ent localities of the State. 

“From figures supplied to me by Con- 
troller Grout it is evident that the City of 
New York alone has lost $7,500,000 in two 
years by reason of the unconstitutional 
provision contained in the present law.” 


Senator McKinney Wants to Stop the 
Practice of Advertising. 
ALBANY, Jan. 22.—The practice, by cer- 
tain firms of attorneys, of advertising that 
they can procure divorce decrees, is aimed

LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDINGS. 


ALBANY, Jan. 22.—In the Senate this 
morning Lieut. Gov. Woodruff presided. 
Another batch of petitions against Sunday 
opening was received. The petitions were 
from church congregations in various sec- 
tions of the State, but only one was from 
Greater New York. That one was pre- 
sented by Senator McCabe, and was from 
the Fourth Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Brooklyn. A number of minor 
bills were passed. 

As soon as the opening preliminaries were 
concluded in the Assembly this morning, 
the Cities Committee reported out two biils, 
introduced by the committee, altering the 
charter law for cities of the second class, 
providing that Aldermen in the cities of 
Albany, Troy, Rochester, and Syracuse 
shall not be entitled to salary for the 
year 1901, and shall not be entitled to 
bring suit for unpaid salary until the 
claim for such has been passed upon by 
the Boards of Estimate of said cities. 
Gov. Odell sent emergency messages urging 
the passage of the bills, and they were 
duly advanced to third reading and passed. 


Anti-Usury Bill Favorably Reported. 

ALBANY, Jan. 22.—Senator Wagner's bill, 
which is intended to place restrictions upon 
individuals or firms engaged in lending 
money on personal property and to do 
away with extortion by such individuals or 
firms, has been favorably reported by the 
Senate Committee on Banks. The bill in- 
creases the number of persons who may 


form a corporation for this purpose from 
three to five, while before transacting any 


; business the corporation must file a bond 


in an amount equal to one-tenth of its 
capital stock, but not less than $5,000, with 
the Superintendent of Banks. 


To Docrease Legal Interest Rate. 

ALBANY, Jan. 22.—The reduction of the 
legal rate of interest from 6 to 5 per cent. 
is designed by a bill introduced by Assem- 
blyman Moran. It provides that the rate 


upon the loan or forbearance of any money, 
goods, or things in action shall be $5 upon 
each $100. Nothing in the bill is to be con- 
strued as affecting any contract or obliga- 
tion at present in effect.

STATE SCHOOL REPORT. 


$46,077,577 Spent on Education Last 
Year, Not Including Maintenance of 
Private Elementary Schools. 


ALBANY, Jan. 22.—Secretary J. Russell 
Parsons of the State Board of Regents, in 
his annual report to the Legislature, points 
out that during 1901 $46,077,577 was ex- 
pended in the State for public education 
The State contributed $5,524,158. The 
total sum was expended as follows: 

Common schools, $32,798,595; secondary 
education, $5,702,717; higher education, 
$7,576,264. 

These figures do not include the expendi- 
tures for private elementary schools. The 
total increase over the preceding year was 
2,973,778, although the total for secondary 
education showed a decrease of $393,656, 
and for higher education a decrease of 
$86,772. The total value of school houses, 
less the value of public high schools, was 


$71,030,111, and the number of children 
attending public elementary schools during 
the same period of the year was 1,130,014. 
The public high schools reported 70,560 
students, and property to the value of 
$10,738,387, and the academies reported 
13,636 students, and property valued at 
$18,150,206.

OPERATING CONTRACT. 


Bill Introduced to Permit Contractor 
McDonald to Turn Over the Road. 
ALBANY, Jan. 22.—Contractor J. B. Me- 

Donald may be allowed to dispose of his 

contract to operate the rapid transit lines 

in New York City if a bill, introduced by 

Assemblyman Kelsey to-day, becomes a 

law. The measure authorizes the contrac- 

tor, now building the subways and install- 
ing the equipment, if he so desires, to dis- 
pose of his contract to operate the road. 

This may be done either to a corporation, 

at present engaged in operating street rail- 

way lines in New York City, or to a new 
corporation organized to operate the tunnel 
lines. ; 

A safeguard to the interests of the people 
is contained in a provision that, if any such 
transfer of the right to operate such road 
is made, the sureties on Mr. McDonald's 


original bond must be continued on the 
bond of the company securing the fran- 
chise.

A bill for the same purpose, introduced 
toward the end of the session of last year's 
Legislature, was defeated, being different 
in some of the essential points to the pres- 
ent bill. According to the old bill, it was 
permitted the company incorporating for 
the operation of the road to incorporate 
itself either under the railroad law or the 
business corporation law. The present bill 
requires explicitly incorporation under the 
railroad law. The opjection to the incor- 
poration under the business corporation law 
was based on technical questions relating 
to taxation. 

Another feaure in the present bill is that 
it continues the contractor’s Hability for 
operating the road even after he has turned 
the same over to a corporation. 

In the bill of last year the Hability was to 
cease as soon as the subway had been 
turned over to an operating company. 

Alexander E. Orr, President of the Rapi: 
Transit Commission, said that one feature 
of turning over the running of trains to an 
operating company was in connection with 
the proposed tunnel extension into Brook- 
lyn. In case the tunnel contract for that 
section should be awarded to a different 
contractor from the one building the main 
subway, by transferring the contract for 
operating the road to the same operating 
company, the service throughout would be 
continuous and uniform. Likewise an in- 
tending bidder would not be under the ne- 
cessity of going to the expense and trouble 
of forming a company before he knew 
whether or not he could get the contract, 
but the successful contestant could attend 
to that after the award was made.

Jersey Acquires Plants. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—The WTast 
Coast Milling Company, recently incorpo- 
rated at Trenton, N. J., with a capital of 
$9,000,000, has acquired control of the East- 
ern Milling and Export Company and the 
Atlantic Flour Mills Company. The new 
corporation will operate the twenty-seven 
plants of the Eastern Milling and Ixport 
Company in connection with a new mill, 
having a daily capacity of 5,000 barrels, on 
the Delaware River front.

Among the various clauses contained in 
the will of Wolf Dazian, the theatrical cos- 
tumer, which was filed for probate in the 
office of the Surrogate yesterday, was a 
provision to set aside $5,000 for ‘“‘my son 
Meyer Dazian, who left this city many 
years ago and from whom I have not heard 
in twenty years.’’ The testator directs 
that the $5,000 be set aside for the missing 
son for one year, and that in the course of 
that time the executors of the estate exert 
every effort to locate his whereabouts. If 
not found in that time the $5,000 is to be 
merged with the residuary estate. After 
a number of bequests to grandchildren and 
other relatives Mr, Dagian directs that the 
residuary estate be divided between his 
five children in equal shares. 

Attached to the petition which was filed 
with the will is an affidavit made by 
Samuel Dazian, one of the sons, in which 
he relates the manner in which his brother 
Meyer left the city and the news he has 
subsequently received of his whereabouts. 
In this fidavit Mr. Dazian says that his 
brother Meyer, who was very deeply in 
debt, left here for South America in 1871. 
During the next five years, he says, he re- 
ceived six letters from him dated from 
Melendo, Peru, where he (his brother) said 
he was working for a contractor who was 
building a railroad in Peru. The last let- 
ter he received from his brother arrived in 
this city in 1876. 

In 1881, Mr. Dazian says, he was in St. 
Louis, where he met a man who called him- 
self Signor Sebastian, and who was em- 
ployed by a traveling circus. This man 
told him that he had met his brother in 
1879 in the interior of South America near 
Valparaiso. Signor Sebastion said that in 
the conversation he had with Meyer Dazian 
the later evineed no interest in his rela- 
tives, and said that it was his intention to 
remain in South America for the rest of 
his life. 

Meyer Dazian, the affidavit says, was a 
thirty-second degree Mason, and at various 
times members of the family had requested 
some of his brother Masons to make some 
effort to locate him, without result, 


MRS. EDLA MUIR’S WILL. 


Counsel Says that Her Own Estate Ig 
Insolvent. 


The will of Edla Coleman Muir, the 
daughter of the late Senator McPherson of 
New Jersey, and a contestant for a share 
in the $5,000,000 estate left by the Sena- 
tor, was filed for probate in the office of 
the Surrogate yesterday. According to the 
petition filed with the will the total value of 
the estate left by Mrs. Muir is $11, consisting 
of realty to the value of $1, and personal 
property worth $10. The will leaves the en- 
tire estate to the husband, Dr. Joseph Muir, 

Lawyer Arthur Johns, counsel for Muir, 
said yesterday when questioned about the 
statement in the petition filed with t 
will, that Mrs. Muir left $1 in real oe 
erty and $10 worth of personality, and that 
to enter such statements in a petition was 
merely a formal way of stating that the 
estate was insolvent. He said that though 
Mrs. Muir had left considerable property, 
the debts of her estate swallowed up the 
assets. When asked if the will leaving all 
of her property to the husband established 
his right to any interest that might be 
obtained in the contest for a share of the 
late Senator McPherson's estate, Mr. Johns 
said that that question would have to be 
settled by future adjudication in both the 
courts of this State and New Jersey.

We see her in her palace, in the first act, 
exercising her baleful charms upon Hares, 
a poet who has made a ballad celebrating 
her infamy and whom she speedily brings 
to her feet. We see her in the second act 
Suburra, the slums of Rome, at an 
all-night tavern, in the midst of the orgies 
of the feast of Bacchus, and again she is 
engaged in seeking her accustomed prey. 
Here she is rescued from unwelcome pur- 
suers by Helion, the gladiator, the brother 
of Hares, and is carried off by him to a pri- 
vate palace of her own on the banks of the 
Tiber. In Act III, in this palace there is a 
love scene which may best be left to the 
The polite audience which sat 
through it last night could not plead the 
operagoer’s usual ignorance of the plot 
and dialogue. There was no mistaking the 
meaning of this scene, especially with such 
an actress Mme, Calvé in the leading 
r6le. Hares, who Nas learned what it is to 
be a victim of this vile Empress, comes to 
save his brother. Helion is concealed in 
the Empress’s bedchamber, while Hares is 
thrown out of a window into the Tiber by 
the trusty slaves. 

He is rescued, however, in the next scene, 
and in the last act he again tries to prevent 
the ruin of his brother by going to the Em- 
press's box at the circus to kill her. But 
Helion comes to the rescue, and, before 
discovering who is the intruder, slays him. 
Then, for the first time, the gladiator 
learns that the creature he carried off from 
the tavern is the infamous Messaline, whom 
he had vowed to slay if he could ever reach 
her. She challenges him to slay her now 
after she has filled his veins with insidious 
passion. He, despairing, hurls himself to 
the tions in the amphitheatre, while the 
dead hands of Hares still clutch the robe of 
the now terrified Messaline. And that is 
the end of this pretty tale. Two brothers 
slain to make 2 royal courtesan’s holiday! 

As a dramatic creation this work must 
be placed in the same category as the play 
of ‘‘Carmen,’’ as cheerfully enacted by 
Miss Nethersole, or of ‘‘ Sappho,” as per- 
formed by the same Calvé of the theatre. 
But in the brazen display of impure pas- 
sion it outdoes both. The music is what 
might be expected. It is totally lacking in 
inspiration and utterly devoid of poetic 
atmosphere. It is feeble in thematic inyen- 
tion, bald in its want of characterization, 
and picturesque only in the employment of 
a few orchestral devices. Perhaps’ the 
smartest piece of orchestration is the use 
of a x¥lophone to imitate the rattling of 
dice by some gamblers in the tavern. 

The climaxes of the musical plan are 
reached, of course, in the utterance of 
Messaline’s passion and the responsive 
throbs of her two victims. Nothing great 
can come out of the attempt to set mere 
animalism to music. Nothing even vigor- 
ous comes out of it in ‘* Messaline.” We 
get only ascending melodic successions and 
crescendi. The best music in the opera is 
that heard at the opening of the scene in 
the tavern, where the composer has been 
sucessfully bacchanalian. Hares’s ballad in 
the first act is fair. More it is impossible 
to say about this music. It does not touch 
one when he hears it; it does not inspire 
one when he recalls it. 

Of the performance hearty praise can be 
written, though it must be said that the 
production would have benefited by a few 
more rehearsals, Still there were new and 

ood scenery, earnest and general en- 
deayor, picturesque stage groupings, effi- 
cient orchestral playing, sound conducting, 
and passionate acting and singing by the 
leading artists. To these and to these alone 
must be attributed the applause of the 
evening. Mme, Calvé was the “star” of 
the oceasion, but Messrs. Alvarez and 
Seotti were also brilliant luminaries. 

It is hardly necessary at this stage of

But if we must see the dead Messaline 
resurrected and in the flesh, let us confess 
at once that she lived last night and shed 
her baleful influence across the footlights 
of the Metropolitan. Mme. Calvé acted 
and sang the réle with consummate dra- 
matic art. The more's the pity. Her ap- 
pearance was seductive and her costumes 
in accord with the character. As a repre- 
sentative of a historic voluptuary she was 
successful. 

The music lies mostly in the best part of 
her voice. There are few demands for very 
high tones. Consequently Mme. Calvé was 
able to sing with that remarkable command 
of color and subtlety of expression which 
are in her art more potent elements than 
mere technical skill. Mme. Calvé is beyond 
question a gifted and accomplished actress, 
but even now, when the early smoothness 
and‘ lusciousness of her tones have 
obscured by roughness and acidity, she st 
does much of her acting with her volee. 
She acts with it by tint and nuance as 
Sarah Bernhardt does, and she accom- 
jlishes substantial results. In ‘ Messa- 
ine’ the results are sometimes deplorable, 

The aid lent by Messrs. Scotti and Alva- 
rez was most efficient. The latter was a 
splendid figure, and filled his impersonation 
with the unbridled passion which might 
have been expected of a gladiator. Mr, 
Scott! was a sufficiently doleful Hares anc 
sang admirably.

Singer Sneezed and Ruptured a Small 
Blood Vessel in Vocal Apparatus 
—Injury Not Serious. 

Mme. Marcella Sembrich's song recital, 
which was to have taken place at Carnegie 
Halli this afternoon, has been postponed ti] 
Feb. 3. On Tuesday Mme. Sembrich took a 
drive. When she returned to her apart- 
ments at the Hotel Savoy, she tried to eall 


her maid, when she found she could hardly 
speak. She summoned her carriage and 
drove to the office of Dr. Holbrook Curtis. 

An examination showed that a small 
artery in the vocal apparatus had been 
ruptured. Dr. Curtis asked Mme, Sembrich 
if she had sneezed after returning to her 
recom, and learned that she had done so, 
which explained the rupture. The doctor 
once treated Jean de Reszke for the same 
trouble. It was thought that Mme. Sem- 
brich would be recovered sufficiently by 
yesterday to sing to-day, but Dr. Curtis 
advised yesterday morning that the recital 
be postponed. There is nothing dangerous 
in the mishap, and Mme. Sembrich’s voice 
wil: not be injured in any way by the acci- 
dent. 


“A BIT OF OLD CHELSEA.” 


Mrs. Fiske’s Rare Acting in the Little 
Play at the Manhattan Theatre. 
For ever so long, the expression ‘‘ Do a 
little and do it well”? has been used to en- 
courage those hopeful aspirants in every 
line of endeavor who, having ambition, 
have as yet to attain to the greater tasks. 
Like a good many other cant phrases, this 
one is apt to lose much of its significance 

when applied to acting. 
Mr. Beringer’s ‘‘A Bit of Old Chelsea,” 
which again served for a display of Mra. 


Fiske’s talents at the Manhattan Theatre 
last night, is just one of those little things 
which go to prove that in the theatre ac- 
complishment is not always bounded by 
the apparent size of the task. It is rather 
more an incident than a play, and the part 
of the flower girl, as the author has set 
it forth, is the merest bit of sketching. 

Jack Fillier, a sculptor, is about to be 
married. He is sitting before the fire- 
place in his studio, burning old love tokens, 
when his artist friends endeavor to per- 
suade him to join them in a studio revel. 
He refuses, and after they have gone 
away he sees a little flower girl asleep 
on the sidewalk, carries her into his room, 
and gives her food. Despite his protesta- 
tions that it will not do, she insists upon 
spending the night there. When he ob- 
jects, she wants to know if he is ashamed 
of her, and Fillier decides to make the best 
of it. He gives his bed to her, and tries to 
sleep on the lounge. 

Of course his studio friends come back, 
discover the _ girl, and misunderstand. 
Eventually Hillier reveals to the girl that 
he is to be married—she quickly develops a 
bit of jealousy and her pride asserts itself. 
Then, while the sculptor is sleeping, she 
yuts a flower on his coat and creeps slow- 
fy away. 

The little story is commonplace enough, 
and there has been no exceptional deftness 
in its handling by the writer. But Mrs. 
Fiske brings to the sketchy outline of the 
part the resourcefulness of rare art, and 
the result is a portrait in miniature of ex- 
quisite handling and lifelikeness, There is 
a quaint humor about it all that relieves 
the tender melancholy finally suggested, 
and which causes the spectator to feel a 
throb of sympathy for the poor waif even 
while a smile is on the lips. ‘‘A Bit of Old 
Chelsea” is a little thing, truly—but it is 
one of those little things that cannot be at- 
tained save by force of great ability.

Mr. Hamlin’s Strauss Recital. 

Mr. George Hamlin of Chicago repeated 
at Mendelssohn Hall yesterday afternoon 
the recital of songs by Richard Strauss 
which he gave on Dec. 12.

French View of the Powers’ Atti- 
tude Toward America. 


itis Asserted that France Did Not Sup- 
port the Austrian Proposal—A Rus- 
sian Profession of Friendship. 


PARIS, Jan. 22.—In view of the statement 
Made by Lord Cranborne, the British Un- 
@er Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
in the House of Commons, Monday, on the 
BuUbject of representations made to Great 
Britain before and after the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American war, inquiries were 
made in an authoritative quarter, to which 
Were received the following explanations, 
_ Which throw a somewhat different light on 
the question. 

In the first place, in the Spanish negotia- 
tions, at the end of March, 1898, to secure 
the intervention of the powers in her favor, 
Great Britain took the attitude 
‘Prance and the other powers. She 
refused nor consented to join in 
action. | All the powers were hesitating un- 
til they ascertained the intentions of the 
others. Russia clinched the matter by the 
late Count Mouravieff's blunt rejection of 
the proposal. 

Subsequently, after Gen 
ference with the Premier and 
Sefior Gullon, (the Foreign Minister,) at 
which the iatier indicated the extent of the 
Surrender Spain was willing to make to the 
United States’s demands, the Austrian Gov- 
ernment, believing Spain's surrender was 
sufficiently complete to satisfy the United 
States, instructed its Ambassadors to pro- 
pose to the European Governments that a 
note be presented at Washington urging the 
United States to accept Spain's offer and 
avert war. 

The Spanish Ambassador in London saw 
A. J. Balfour, (the First Lord of the Treas- 
ury, who must, at that time, have been act- 
ing as Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs during the absence of Lord Salisbury 
at Beaulieu, France,) who promised to 
instruct Lord Pauncefote to act alone, or 
with his colleagues with the view to main- 
tain peace. No collective action was defi- 
nitely agreed upon, though Russia, France, 
and Germany were disposed toward a 
movement which would avert an outbreak 
of hostilities. A few days, however, before 
the war it was declared that Mr. Balfour 
had raised the objection, to which Lord 
Cranborne allluded in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday, against any note which 
would have the appearance of putting pres- 
sure on the United States or offering an 
opinion on the United States’ attitude. The 
Austrian proposition then fel! through, and 
the subsequent joint resolution of Congress 
rendered any further action out of the 
question. 

This was the extent of Great Britain's 
action in favor of United States. 

The statement of a prominent British 
Foreign Office official, quoted in a London 
dispatch received here, regarding France's 
alleged support of the Austrian proposal, is 
declared to be incorrect. France did not 
back up the proposal, and the French Am- 
bassador in London confined himself to 
making an inquiry as to what view the 

ritish Government took of the matter.

The exact value which should be placed 

m Great Britain’s leaning toward the 
United States can be gauged by the fact 
that when war was declared Senor Gullon 
was furious, first against Germany, sec- 
ondly against Russia, and only thirdly 
against Great Britain. His resentment 
against Germany was due to the latter 
having encouraged Spain to resist and then 
having abandoned her at the last moment. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 22.—The follow- 
fing statement was obtained from the Rus- 
sian Foreign Office regarding the an- 
nouncement made in the British House of 
Commons, Monday, concerning negotiations 
between the powers before and after the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war. 

“ Russia has always been and now is ex- 
tremely desirous of maintaining amicable 
Telaticns with the United States. Russia 
never had any intention of participating in 
any collective step in the Spanish-American 
dispute, which did not directly concern her. 
Nor did Russia receive any proposition hav- 
ing such action in view. Indeed, we re- 
eeived no information regarding Austria's 
alleged initiative or about an attempt on 
the part of any of the powers to interfere 
in the interest of Spain.”

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday’s stock market lapsed into 
extreme dullness. Barely 300,000 shares 
were dealt in throughout the day, which 
approximates within a few thousand 
shares the dullest day in all 1901, namely, 
Oct. 21, when the total dealings regis- 
tered some 297,000 shares. So dull was 
the market that only nine securities were 
traded in to the extent of more than 
10,000 shares each, with Metropolitan 
Street Railway stock alone furnishing 
one-fifth of the entire market transac- 
tions. 

As for the price movements they were 
highly irregular, though the general 
tendency seemed to be to a higher level. 
Some issues, indeed, showed substantial 
gains, this being particularly true of 
Metropclitan, Consolidated Gas, North- 
west, and Lackawanna—all high-priced 
stocks. On the other hand, not an im- 
portant stock was down more than frac- 
tionally. 


It may be commented upon as a devel- 
opment not without significance that the 
principal buying of securities in the gen- 
eral market in the last few days has 
been for Western account. This change 
in sentiment for the West has lately been 
aggressively bearish—is directly tracea- 
ble to the improved grain outlook, under 
the beneficent influence of the heavy 
rain and snow fall reported in the West 
and Southwest. While this does not nec- 
essarily signify that all danger to present 
erops is past it goes far to assure @ 
bountiful harvest and to relieve the ap- 
prehension that had arisen because of 
the lately prevailing drouth. 


The money market situation is steadily 
improving, the banks continuing to gain 
both from the interior and the Sub- 
Wreasury. 


As will appear from The Iron Age's re- 
view of the iron and steel trade, else- 
where published, the steel rail mills now 
have on their books for 1902 delivery 
about 2,350,000 tons, which is almost the

PRESSED STEEL L CAR’S YEAR. 


The annual meeting of the Pressed Steel 
Car Company was held yesterday, when 
the annual report was submitted, and the 
Directors were elected.

In his annual report to stockholders, 
President F. N. Hoffstot says: 

When the company was incorporated it had a 
caeh working capital of but $1,500,000 and at 
that time was doing a business of but $1,000,- 
000 a month. By reason of the great demand 
for the company’s products it was deemed wise 
to more than double the capacity of the plant 
for the manufacture of pressed steel cars and 
pressed steel trucks, bolsters, &c., and another 
plant was installed during the past year for the 
construction of an entirely new line of work— 
steel under-framed, wooden-topped cars. The 
result of this installation has been very satis- 
factory and the company is now in a position to 
bid on the erection of all kinds of freight cars. 

Since the incorporation of the company, the 
profits have aggregated $4,312,285. Out of these 
profits $1,750,000 in preferred and $875,000 in 
common dividends have been declared and paid. 
The McKees Rocks plant cost $1,581,580 and 
additions for the purpose of acquiring property 
and making improvements to original plants, 
amounting to $555,702, have been taken out of 
the initial working capital and earnings. From 
this it will be seen that the actual cash working 
capital of the company has been somewhat en- 
croached upon, but the plants and capacity have

Increased volume

By this means the company secures extra 
working capital and its interest charges are 
limited to not to exceed $250,000 the first year 
and $25,000 less every year thereafter. There 
Was cCisbursed lJast year for interest and bor- 
rowed money $215,821 which was charged off 
to operating expenses, and we believe that more 
than the difference appearing between this 
amount and $250,000 can be saved in extra dis- 
counts on materials purchased, The retirement 
of the notes annually will strengthen the com- 
pany and reduce its interest account. 

Nothing has been added for appreciation of 
the company’s real estate, which has largely in- 
creased In value during ‘the year, and nothing 
has been deducted for depreciat on of plants 
for the reason that it has been the custom of the 
company to charge all expenses for the keeping 
up and replacing of dies, tools, and machinery 
to expenses, and by reason of the

steel trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 


From all the affected districts come reports of 
a further improvement in the coke situation and 
in the handling of freight. The coal operators 
generally throughout the country are complain- 
ing of a scarcity of skilled miners. 

Ore prices have not yet been finally 
lished, although an announcement is 
forward to soon. 

In the pig iron trade interest now centres in the 
third and fourth quarters of the year. In some 
sections and in some departments of the trade 
buying is reported on quite a liberal scale, but it 
looks as though the majority of consumers are 
now disposed to await further developments, be- 
ing covered pretty far ahead. For spot iron 
all sorts of — are being pald. Chicago re- 
ports some heavy sales for the third quarter, 
and it appears that so far as the foundry iron 
market is concerned the situation there is 
peculiar, since the demand for steel manufacture 
will limit sharply the tonnage produced by a 
leading interest for Foundry and Malleable iron. 

In the East some very high prices, up to $16.50, 
have been paid for spot basic pig, and some 
large transactions have taken place for the 
ond half at $15.75. In the Central West there 
has been a moderate amount of business done in 
Bessemer pig, with a premium paid for prompt 
delivery.

The 
Pacific Coast will probably be forced to depend 
this year to a considerable extent upon imported 
rails Some emall orders have already been 
placed, and larger quantities seem likely to fol- 
low. 

The demand for structural material is very 
1reavy and, as our local reports show, a good 
sal of new business is being placed, with plenty 
it in sight It is reported that in December 
leading interest, the American Bridge Com- 
booked orders aggregating close to 60,000 
and that at the rate at which contracts 
have been entered this month that tonnage will 
be duplicated. The company have now on hand 
orders for about 400,000 tons, equivalent to eight 
months’ output. 

Such data throw a full light on what is, after 
all, the most vital question, and that is whether 
the tremendous consumption of this country is 
Mikely to go on unabated during all of this year, 
the first six months being settled. 

Somewhat conflicting accounts are being re- 
ceived as to the plate trade. The capacity has 
been much increased of late that even the 
great shipbuilding, bridge building, car, loco- 
motive, and boiler ship orders do not seem to 
afford certainty beyond two or three months. 
In the sheet and merchant pipe trades employ- 
ment is fair, but the outside mills are making 
an impression. The skelp trade is light. 

On bars the reports from the West are very 
encouraging. 

In the wire trade prices are again firmer, as 
the result of the conferences held. A further 
meeting is to take place at an early date. 

Copper Is still weak, although apparently the 
European buyers have been taking hold lately. 
Domestic consumers continue to act very cau- 
tiously.

While Avoiding a Pennsyliva-

The Central of New Jersey's two new 
screw /ferryboats Lakewood and Bound 
Brook crashed in the North River a Httle 
befone 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon in the 
fog, which was very thick. Both boats had 
left their slips at 1:30 P. M., the Lakewood 
from the New York and the Bound 
Brook from Communipaw. Because of the 
fog they ran at reduced speed. They were 
in midstream when Capt. Van Wart of the 
made out the lines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad ferryboat Chicago, 
and io avoid a collision with her was 
forced to steer out of his course. He had 
cleared the Chicago when suddenly in the 
mist loomed up the Bound Brook. It was 
impossible to either stop in time or to sheer 
of the boat, and a minute later the 
Lukewood crashed into the Bound Brook, 
her bow striking her on the port side, 
splintering the railings, and otherwise more 
ess injuring the deck. 

The Bound Brook had on board about 
twenty-five passengers, while the Lake- 
wood, which was on the way to the Jersey 
side, Was crowded. Both had on a number 
of teams. As soon as the boats met the 
passengers were panicstricken, many_of 
them being thrown on to their knees. For 
a time there was a wild scramble for life 
preservers, but the crews of the boats soon 
convinced them that they were in no dan- 
ger from sinking, and the excitement sub- 
sided. Both boats then proceeded to their 
respective slips and landed their passen- 
gers, none of whom were injured. The 
boats were taken off of their routes to be 
repaired 

Later at the office of the ferryboat com- 
pany it was said that Capt. Van Wart of 
the Lakewood had to ram the Bound Brook 
to keep from colliding with the Chicago, as 
his boat was in danger of being cut down 
by the Penusylvania’s more powerful craft. 


FRAUD AGAINST CUSTOMS.

President Fornes Threatens to 
Have Members Put Out. 


They Term Each Other Cowards and 
Brawl for Nearly Four Hours—Mr. 
Bridges Defiant. 


The meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday lasted nearly four hours, during 
which there was hardly a minute of quiet- 
ness for the orderly transaction of business. 
Members called each other “* cowards,” and 
President Fornes made so many threats to 
use force and to put members out of the 
Aldermanic Chamber if they did not come 
to order@hat both the Fusion members and 
the Democrats became involved in the up- 
roar. 

The first matter considered was a scheme 
by which a repetition of the accident in the 
New York Central tunnel, it is claimed, 
would be avoided. The proposition was put 
forward by a newspaper and contemplates 
the city arranging the time table of the 
railroad system. 

Alderman McInness introduced the resolu- 
tion and favored its passage. Alderman 
Goodman said that the matter should not be 
put through, but that a public hearing 
should be held. Alderman Goodman said 
he would favor any plan by which accidents 
could be prevented in the tunnel.

dent Fornes by Alderman McCall during 
roll call amid great excitement. 

“The members will take their seats or I 
will have to call the police,” said President 
Fornes, 

‘We will if you will state your point of 
order!’’ yelled Alderman Kenny. After 
five minutes of excitement, during which no 
business Was transacted, President Fornes 
finally wearied of the task and took his 
seat on the rostrum. The members then 
came to order and were quiet. 

Then a wrangle was started in the ranks 
of the Democratic members. President Cas- 
sidy of the Borough of Queens and Alder- 
man Owens did not vote with their fellow- 
eames on the resolution appointing Mr. 
Crouch. 

**I demand to know how Alderman Owens 
and President Cassidy have voted,"’ yelled 
Alderman Culkin, a Tammany man. He 
was standing beside Alderman Sullivan at 
the time.

The 
machine is built to work for a certain dis- 
tance, and you can't force it to exceed that 
distance. With this machine we have al- 
ready talked to ships sixty-five miles away, 
and that is its limit.’’ 

Signor Marconi was asked if there was 
any truth in the report that a wireless con- 
nection might be established between Flor- 
ida and Cuba. 

“Yes, there is something in that,’’ was 
his reply. ‘‘It is under consideration, but 
nothing definite can be given out as vet. 
The plan is perfectly feasible, and would 
materially aid communication between the 
United States and Cuba.

The Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, rector of 
St. Bartholomew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in Madison Avenue, was one of the 
leaders of the opposition. He declared that 
he spoke for 25,000 little children of that 
region who are compelled to breathe the 
foul odors from the abattoirs now in exist- 
ence there. The Woman's Health Pro-

BROOKLYN'S COLD CARS. 


Rapid Transit Officials Say They Will 
Heat Them by Fall of 1903. 

H. V. Walker, the Inspector detailed by 
Dr. Joseph H. Raymond of the Brooklyn 
Health Department to investigate the con- 
ditions in the Brooklyn surface cars, sub- 
mitted a report yesterday showing an aver- 
age temperature in the cars of 48 degrees.

Neither company, it was found, keeps its 
ears sufficiently warm at all hours of the 
day and night, and steps are to be immedi- | 
ately taken by the authorities fo compel 
them to do so.

not sufficient power to heat and operate 
the cars at all hours, and that to heat the | 
ears would take about one-half of the cur- 
rent now used in operating them. They 
expect that by the Fall of 1908 the capacity

Mr. White, having placed the boiler and | 
engine on the premises when he first took } 


possession. Justice Sewell, for the court, 
holds that the right of a tenant to re- 
move. trade fixtures, placed by him upon 
the feased premises, must be exercised 
before the expiration of the term, or be- 
fore he gives up possession. Assuming, 
says Justice Sewell, that an unexercised 
right to remove trade fixtures passes to 
a trustee of the estate of the tenant ap- 
pointed in bankruptcy proceedings the day 
after the issuing of a warrant for the 
removal of the tenant for non-payment 
of rent, the trustee loses such right by 
accepting from the landlord a new lease 
of the property, “together with the build- 
ings thereon and the appervennaen not 
containing any reservation of the right 
to remove the fixtures.
